STeit spring the secretary of agrl 
culture will distribute throughout 
tbe country young trees as wellji 
garden seeds. Authority for this new 
departure' was secured at a recent 
session of congress, and an appropria- 
tion was made in tbe budget for tbe 
com log year. 
The'garden seed distribution has 
been the subject of nolnd of ridicule 
and there is no doubt that a great 
deal of money Is wasted in that way, 
but It is nevertheless one of the most 
popular features of our paternal gov- 
ernment,and members of congress rec- 
ognize its political importance to such 
an extent that no arguments can in- 
duce them to abolish or abridge it. 
The distribution of trees, however, is 
Secretary Wilson's own idea. 
The people of this country have 
been, cutting down the natural forests 
with so much recklessness that it has 
become necessary to start artificial 
ones. The division of forestry of the 
ag'icultural department has made a 
survey of the country, and has ascer- 
tained the particular 
trees which 
thrive best and are most useful in 
each locality. According to the pro- 
grame for the distribution of trees, 
next year a given number of seedlings 
will be allotted to each member of the 
house of representatves, who will be 
asked to furnish a list of constituents 
to whom be would like to have them 
sent. The agricultural department 
will do the rest. The seedlings will 
be grown in the propagating houses 
and forwarded to their destination 
with specific instructions as to how 
they should be planted and cared for 
In thls-wayMr. Wilson expects to start 
ueveral million new trees growing 
throughout this country every year.

Deauad of the People. 


When it became known last Tues 
day night that the seat of £. C. Bin 
ner in council was contested by £. J 
Kuntz the business of the annual 
meeting suffered a relapse. The may 
or's appointments were put carefully 
away and the reports of city officers 
were witbeld until the next regular 
session, No one was sorry because 
the hour was late and the flurry at- 
tending the contest proceedings hat 
gut the entire council in anything 
ut a suitable frame of mind for 
hearing reports. 
One leport held over is that of the 
water trustees for the year ending 
March 31. It Is a voluminous docu- 
ment containing 17 pages of closelj 
typewritten matter. 
Improvements for the year are put 
down as one well 35 feet in diameter 
and 24 feet deep with a capacity o 
40 million gallons of watei in 24 
hours, one new 2,000,000 gallon pump* 
ing engine and 7,000 feet of pipe ex- 
tensions distributed as folio vs: Water 
street £00 feet; Walnut 2600 feet;Elev- 
enth 400 feet; Orchard 300 feet; Second 
two feet; Pine 600 feet; Eighth 400 
feet; Orange 1600 feet; Elm 600 feet- 
Five new ttre hydrants were located 
at Walnut and Water,Novelty Adver- 
tising company, Tenth and Orchard, 
Eighth and Kenilworth, Orange near 
property of Charles West. 
Since April 1 of last year 203 taps 
have been made, making aa increase 
in the number of water consumers ol 
228. The department now has 1428 
consumers, and from a million to a 
million and a half gallons of water are 
pumped every 24 hours. 
The department collected for water 
rents $10,144,06; water sold for mason- 
ry and plastering $201.35; sale of old 
pipe, brass etc , $59 35; appropriation 
by council *13,441: total receipts $23,- 
84576. 
The department spent for labor $3,- 
028 82; supplies $188 50; freight and 
drayage $238 32; fuel $1,35646; repairs 
$424 56: general expense $638,21; im- 
provements #12,527.45; overdraft April 
1,1900, S3.145 10: cash on hand $1060: 
balance in bank $2,287 74; total $23,- 
845.76. 
The expenditures by months were: 
April $1,000.71; May $2,152.62: June 
$1,140.20; July $887.28; August $1.110.11 
September $875 80. October $93519: 
November 
$2,473.18; 
December 
$97308; January $297659: Fcbiuary 
$536 98; March $326058. 
The report is in detail, and Is signed 
by Superintendent D. A Raid and the 
trustees, J. L. Eue, and C. L. Walk- 
er. 


The report of the cemetery trustees 
was also at the meeting, but was not 
'ead. The amount on hand at the 
>eginning of the tlscal year was $927.- 
38. and $474 was derived from the sale 
of lots while $219.70 came to the trus- 
tees for interments and sale of grass, 
making the total receipts amount 
to $1621.08. Of this amount Thomas 
Page received $455, labor cost $245.60 
and the balance on hand is $656.28.

But Members of the Board Say it 


Was All a Mistake. 


CLASS REQUEST TURNED DOWN 


There Will Be a Program K (jswl ia Spite 


of the Petitloa Signed By Each Mem- 


ber—The Details. 


The boaid of education decided be- 
hind closed doors Thursday evening to 
turn down the request of the gradu- 
ating class and have a program as us- 
ual. Two members were appointed to 
confer with Superintendent Fenton 
and the class for the purpose of pre- 
paring a program. 
The board has in the past held its 
sessions in the office of Hon. J. W. 
Causmgham, but Thursday evening it 
moved to Chestnut street builumj; 
where the business was transacted u 
the office of Superintendent Fentoa. 
A reporter for THE AGE went to the 
building, but found the front door 
locked. He tried the Eighth street 
entrance, but it too had been securely 
fastened. Loud knocking at the doors 
failed to bring any response, but a 
glance at the windows of the superin- 
tendent's office showed the blinds 
drawn with onfy here and there a ray 
of light straggling through to show 
the presence of the boaid. 
Members of the board declare there 
was no intention to hold a star cham- 
ber session, and while the Chestnut 
street entrance was locked during 
the entire evening they do not under- 
stand why the Eighth street door 
was closed. Knocking on these doors 
could not be heard in the superin 
tendent's office. 
The principal business of the meet- 


ing was the consideration of a peti- 
tion from the class that will be gradu- 
ated this year. It was signed by every 
member and the parent or guardian 
of each with tue exception or one or 
two. It asked that the old custom of 
requiring giaduates to read or deliver 
a Uterary production before the pub- 
lic be for this year at least abolished. 
A committee composed of Miss Mary 
Moore, Miss Helen Baker, Bay Han- 
Ion, Edgar Selby and Erne&t Smith 
represented the class, and Mr. Haulon 
made the argument. He explained 
that the custom long in vogue was 
an 
embarrassment 
to some mem- 
bers of the class, and they would 
much prefer to have the program for 
the evening made up or an address 
rrom some gentleman of wide reputa- 
tion and the music usually rendered 
on such occasions. I 
Mr. Fenton did not take kindly to 
the idea, and said so. He pointed. out 
hat the the preparation and delivery 
of these essays form a training that 
each member of the class should have 
and it should be a pait of the require- 
ments for a diploma as it is at pres- 
ent.Members of the board argued with 
he superintendent. 
They believed 
the class should follow the custom, and 
t was the sense of the meeting that it 
>e done. Mr. Hutchinson and Mr. 
Glenn were appointed by Dr. Frew to 
confer with tne class and Superin- 
endent Fenton to prepare a program 
'or commencement. 
No other business was transacted 


and the meeting adjourned.

McKeesport Muddle Amicably 


Adjusted In Conference. 


MEN TO BE REINSTATED AT ONCE. 


Averts 
the 
Threatened 


TI«-Up of the 1'lants of the Big 
Steel Company — Uvuiuucl >"or u Dli.- 
»«r Hour Wuy Precipitate u B.g 
Slrlke— Other Labor Troubles. 
Pittsburgh April 19. — The trouble 


that broke out in the big Dewees 
Wood plant in McKeesport, last week, 
,and which for a time threatened to 
cause a general strike of all union 
Iron and steel workers in the country, 
has been settled in an amicable man 
ner." The members of the general ex- 
ecutive board of the Amalgamated As 
sociatlon of Iron, Steel and Tm Work- 
ers held a long session. It started 
out with a general feeling that a 
strike would come, as the workers 
would not concede the only pomt in 
dispute (reinstatement of the men 
discharged, claimed for joining the 
union) , and so far as could be learned 
the officials of the American Sheet 
company were equally determined. 


.John Jarrett, acting for the Ameri- 


can Sheet Steel company, appeared 
Witt a proposition for -the members 
to consider regarding a settlement of 
the difficulty. In general, this propo- 
sition was that all men discharged 
from the Wood plant should be rein 
stated. , This was. accepted and an 
agreement drawn up. 


In explanation of this agreement it 


•was stated that the matter will re- 
main in exactly the same position as 
before the trouble broke out The 
organization of the locals of the Amal- 
gamated Association among the em- 
ployes of the mill will be continued, 
though the company will not recog- 
nize it in any way in dealing with the 
men. .The Amalgamated Association 
stated that they did not wish the com- 
pany to recognize their organization 
at present, and simply asked the com- 
pany to allow the men to do as they 
pleased, and act with freedom when 
outside of the mill. 


Another Threatened Strike. 


McKeesport, Pa.. April 19. — After 


safely passing through one labor trou- 
ble,, McKeesport has just entered an- 
other, which may end in 10.000 men 
being made idle. All the hands em- 
ployed on the McKeesport connecting 
railroad 'Struck for a longer dinner 
hour. The men at present have to re- 
turn to work immediately after they 
are through eating their midday meal, 
and they now demand 45 minutes The 
strikers include the engineers,' fire- 
men and brakenien in the yards of the 
National Tube works. The men are 
•11 members of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, and that organ- 
isation Is expected to back the men in 
tfe«ir demands.

weather, and in most sections inces- 
sant rains, have delayed planting for 
the new cotton crop. The season !s 
about two weeks late. Acreage will 
exceed last year, though cancellation 
of some early orders for fertilizers 
show that the increase in acreage will 
not be as large as the higher price 
for cotton prevailing earlier in the 
year seemed to justify.
